SHELTON NURSING 
GRADUATES SCORE 
HIGHEST RATE IN 
TH E STATE 

Ninety-five percent of 
Shelton State Community 
College Associate Degree 
Nursing program graduates from 
May 2000 passed the National 
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Council Licensure Examination 
for Registered Nurses (NCLEX- 
RN) recently, according to 
Shelton State President Rick 
Rogers 

The state average 
passage rate for the registered 
nurse exam this year was 89%. 
According to college records, 46 
Shelton nursing graduates took 
the test, and 44 students passed. 
Graduates from Shelton State 
and Gadsden State Community 
College both scored 95%, the 

highest rate in the state. 

"We are extremely 
pleased with the success of our 
nursing students," Rogers said. 
"These test scores are a 
reflection of the hard work by 
our students and the commitment 
of our nursing faculty. We are 
also appreciative of the support 
we have received from local 
physicians and DCH Regional 
Medical Center." 

"We are absolutely 
thrilled over these scores," said 
Gladys Hill, director of the 
college's nursing program. 
"This is our highest passage rate 
in the last five years. Our 
students and our instructors have 
worked very hard to reach this 
point, and we are very pleased 
that the results have been so 

positive. 

"We have many 



successful graduates of Shelton' s 
Associate Degree Nursing 
program. Most of these former 
students live and work in 
Tuscaloosa County. Eight of 
the graduates are from Jefferson 
County. DCH Regional Medical 
Center is the largest employer of 
our nursing graduates. Some of 
our graduates work in medical 
offices and local nursing homes," 
Hill said. 

Seventy-eight percent of 
Shelton's Practical Nursing 
graduates passed the NCLEX- 
PN test this year. Seventy-nine 
percent was the average passage 
rate for the state. 

"The success rate for the 
practical nursing program 
improved this year over previous 
years," Hill said. "We will 
continue our work to raise the 
level of success in this program."
